It is an 
excellent resource for information on peo- 
ple, politics, current affairs, education, law, 
broadcasting, business and more. 

COMPUTER SELECT 

■ Computer Select contains the current year's 
articles from over 1 70 computer related pe- 
riodicals. The full text is included for each 
article in over 60 magazines; the rest include 
a summary. 

CANADISK 

' This is a low cost CD-ROM distributed by 
Britannica that contains pictures of famous 
Canadians and fact and figures about Can- 
ada. 

CINAHL (Cumulative Index to Nursing and Allied 

Health) 

• CINAHL allows you to locate research and 
clinical information in nursing and related 
journals. The database is updated monthly 
and contains a list from 1983 - present. Many 
records also contain article summaries. 

ERIC (Educational Resource Information Centre) 
The ERIC CD-ROM will give you a list of journal 
articles and reports in education from 1983 - 
present. All levels of education are included 
from preschool to post-secondary.
